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The After Final Amendment filed July 15, 2004 in response to the Office Action of May 
17, 2004 is acknowledged and has been entered. 

Claims 2-4, 10-16, 55, 58-63 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claim 
39, 41-45, 47-50 and 64-69, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject 
to being rejoined. Claim 39, 41-45, 47-50 and 64-69 hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on July 8, 2003 is hereby 
withdrawn.

Although the receptor polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO:26 is found in the prior art, 
the chimera of the receptor peptide with a viral coat polypeptide is not found in the art and there 
is no motivation in the art to link this sequence with the sequences set out in SEQ ID 24, 30 and
